Clinton, Iowa, Dec. 5.—F inding of 
the body of a w om an in a shallow 
grave on a Mississippi river island, 
opposite Thompson, 111., has presented 
a m ystery tha* Is puzzling the a u th­ 
orities of Carroll county, Illinois. 
The 
grave w as found by Samuel Jacobs 
and H u nte r Mitchell two Fulton, 111., 
hunters, who w ent to tho island on 
a hu nting expedition, wefe attracted 
by a m oundshaped grave, opened It 
and discovered the body. 
An investigation by Coroner J. B 
S chreiter of Carroll county revealed 
that the body Is tha t of 
a woman 
about 25 years old, with sandy hatr. 
Although tho body w as fully clothed 
and w rapped in a heavy coat and 
a 
comforter, there were no m ark s of 
identification. 
I t w as so badly decomposed that 
the coroner w as unable to determine 
w hether death w as due to violence, 
hut several pieces of sash cord w as 
found nearby.
